Red  Cross,  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  Darby  & Joan  Clubs, 
etc.,  have  all  continued  to  do  sterling  work,  especially  on 
behalf  of  the  aged. 

Finally,  although  regretfully  'of  no  tangible 
value  to  them,  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Public  Health  staff  who  have  worked  willingly 
and  harmoniously  with  me  and  each  other.

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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  area  of  the  Urban  District  of  Famham  is 
unchanged,  being  9,039  acres. 

The  Regi strar- General1 s estimate  of  the  population 
for  1952  is  24,030. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1952 
was  7,115  and  shops  with  dwellings  209,  giving  a total  of 
7,324.  This  is  an  increase  of  86  over  the  figure  for  1951. 


The  rateable  value  is  £225,301  and  the  sum  represented 
by  a penny  rate  is  £903:  10:  8d.

The  birth  rate  is  again  lower  than  the  previous  year 
and,  as  usual,  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  which 
is  15.3.  This  is  the  lowest  figure  for  this  district  since 
1935.

Once  again  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  were 
no  maternal  deaths. 

There  were  7 deaths  in  infants  under  1 year,  five  of 
these  being  under  4 weeks.  This  givos  a rate  of  21.8  per 
1,000  live  births,  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  27.6.

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  arteries  account  for  45%  of 
the  deaths  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system 
for  16%.  Malignant  disease  also  accounts  for  16%. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  vast  proportion  of  deaths 
is  due  to  the  wearing  out  of  the  vital  organs-  and  the  number 
of  deaths  from  infectious  and  other  preventable  causes  is  very 
small.

In  addition  to  the  above  County  cases,  54  private  calls 
involving  a mileage  of  3,514  were  also  answered. 

This  shows  an  increase  of  34.9%  in  the  number  of  calls 
over  the  previous  year.  There  has  been  no  increase  in 
establishment  to  meet  this  additional  work  and  members  of  the 
Division  operate  the  night  section  on  a voluntary  basis. 
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The  nursing  division  provide  a nursing  member  for 
as  many  transport  cases  as  possible  and  during  the  year  put  in 
2,634  hours  work.  The  Brigade  manned  a first  aid  post  at 
Bren sham  Little  Pond  on  Sundays  and  Bank  Holidays  in  the  summer 
and  gave  help  to  the  cripples  at  Woodlarks  on  21  consecutive 
evenings. 


First  aid  classes  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Norman 
and  Dr.  Auger  (Divisional  Surgeons)  and  child  welfare  classes 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Foulkes  (Health  Visitor)  were  held 
during  the  year  and  proved  a great  success. 

The  Nursing  Cadet  and  Ambulance  Cadet  Divisions  aro 
very  active  and  a new  division  of  the  former  has  recently  been 
formed. 


Tho  Famham  branch  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
is  a very  efficient  and  enthusiastic  organisation  and  the  district 
has  reason  to  be  very  grateful  to  and  proud  of  the  work  done,  the  j 
largo  majority  of  which  is  entirely  voluntary. 

HOSPITAL  CAR  SERVICE 

During  the  year  2,058  patients  have  boon  transported, 
the  service  making  1,626  journeys  and  covering  a distanco  of 
31,316  miles.  The  number  of  journeys  was  226  less  than  last 
year,  although  71  more  patients  were  dealt  with  - suggesting  a 
more  economical  use  of  cars. 

In  March  Col.  Underhill,  who  had  been  Area  Transport 
Officer  for  4-g-  years,  had  to  resign  owing  to  ill  health  and 
Mrs.  C.  Hodgkinson  has  taken  his  place.  I should  like  to 
record  the  very  groat  service  that  Col.  Underhill  has  performed. 

Tho  Car  Service  has  been  run  most  efficiently  and  the 
patients  and  hospitals  have  every  reason  to  thank  him  for  this 
most  helpful  though  sometimes  exacting  voluntary  work.  The 
neighbourhood  also  owes  a debt  of  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Hodgkinson 
and  all  the  car  drivers  who,  often  at  short  notice  and  under  very  J 

difficult  weather  conditions,  never  failed  to  carry  on  tho  service.

DAY  NURSERY 

With  an  average  of  30  children  on  the  register,  there 
has  been  an  average  daily  attendance  of  25  during  the  year,  which  J 
is  slightly  higher  than  last  yoar.  Tho  fact  that  tho  figures 
keep  up  in  spite  of  the  increased  charges  and  "screening"  as  to 
eligibility  for  admission  proves  the  continued  need  for  this  work. 

OTHER  VOLUNTARY  ACTIVITI ES 


"Meals- on- Wheels" 

Some  4,423  meals  wer e delivered  to  Old  Ago  Pensioners 
and  the  sick  by  the  W.V.S.  during  the  year. 
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Darby  & Joan  Clubs 


There  are  now  six  clubs  grouped  in  the  villages 
round  Farnham  catering  for  some  400  Old  Age  Pensioners. 

Meetings  occur  every  one,  two  or  four  weeks  according  to  problems 
associated  with  transport  and  the  hiring  of  a suitable  hall  for 
meetings.  Outings,  parties  and  whist  drives  have  been  organised 
and  been  much  appreciated. 

Home  Visiting 

A considerable  amount  of  this  is  done  by  members  of 
the  W.V.S.  for  the  purpose  of  shopping  for  old  people,  to  read 
to  them  or  to  sit  with  them  to  allow  a relative  to  get  out. 

Radio  batteries  are  taken  to  be  charged,  which  is  done  free  for 
pensioners  by  a local  radio  shop. 

A Trolley  Shop  is  open  regularly  once  a week  at 
St.  James’s  Home  for  the  Aged.  This  sells  sweets,  tobacco, 
biscuits  and  various  odds  and  ends  and  has  proved  most  popular. 

Tho  voluntary  spirit  is  still  flourishing  in  Farnham 
and  a great  deal  of  gratitude  is  due  to  all  those  ladies  and 
gentlemen  who  have  worked  so  hard  in  various  ways  to  bring  help 
and  happiness  to  others.

Tho  service  has  not  been  used  as  much  as  might  be 
expected  and  I feel  that  a large  number  of  people  are  still  unaware 
of  the  services  provided. 

HOSPITALS 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  hospitals  in  Farnham 
during  the  past  year.  Gradually,  a closer  liaison  between  the 
three  hospitals  in  the  district  is  being  established  and  there  is 
now  a much  freer  exchange  of  cases  according  to  circumstances. 

As  is  the  case  generally,  more  accommodation  is  required  for 
chronic  sick  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  provided  at  Green 
Lane  Hospital  in  the  two  old  blocks  which  are  seldom  used.

Eor  several  years  there  has  been  a decreasing  number  of 
children  being  immunised  but  this  year  there  has  been  a slight 
increase  and,  as  a result  of  more  propaganda  by  the  health 
visitors  and  holding  immunisation  clinics  at  the  schools,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  figures  for  1953* will  show  a very  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  children  protected.  As  near  as  it  is 
possible  to  estimate  with  the  child  population  figures  available, 
the  percentage  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  is  90$ 
for  the  5-14  age  group  and  71.9$  for  the  under  5 group.

While  the  number  of  new  pulmonary  cases  notified  in 
recent  years  has  shown  a steady  but  slight  decline,  the  number  of 
non-pulmonary  cases  has  decreased  to  a greater  extent  and  not  a 
single  case  was  notified  last  year  (see  chart  on  next  page). 

It  is  interesting  to  speculate  how  far  this  is  due  to  the 
pasteurisation  of  milk,  which  is  now  almost  universal  in  the  area. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  paid  their  second  visit  to 
Eamham  and  X-rayed  2,920  persons  as  compared  with  2,449  in  1949.

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VENEREAL DISEASE 


No  notifications  of  venereal  disease  were  received 
during  the  year  and  on  enquiry  at  the  Aldershot  and  Guildford 
clinics  - where  patients  would  he  expected  to  go  - it  was 
learnt  that  only  one  case,  a woman,  had  received  treatment  for 
a late  manifestation  of  syphilis  of  the  skin. 

SMALLPOX 


In  March  a case  of  smallpox  was  diagnosed  at  Aldershot. 
The  man's  clothing  and  bedding  had" been  sent  to  a laundry  dealing 
with  military  clothing  in  Farnham  before  the  diagnosis  was  made 
and,  in  view  of  the  risk  of  infection,  all  employees  were 
vaccinated  and  no  secondary  cases  occurred. 

It  was  interesting  to  note  that  nearly  all  the  middle 
aged  people  who  had  at  least  three  good  scars  of  a primary 
vaccination  gave  a reaction  of  immunity,  while,  in  contrast, 
many  of  the  young  adults  who  had  a single  primary  vaccination 
scar  showed  a marked  reaction,  often  indistinguishable  from  a 
primary  vaccination.

HOUSING 


House  inspection  work  was  continued  during  1952  and 
62  informal  notices  were  sent  following  visits  to  155  houses. 

Many  of  the  older  dwellings  continue  to  deteriorate 
but  in  view  of  the  difficult  times  requests  to  owners  were 
confined  to  the  minimum  of  requirements.  The  keeping  of 
drainage  and  sanitary  accommodation  in  good  order,  treatment  of 
dampness  and  the  remedying  of  leaking  roofs  were  the  principal 
matters  contained  in  our  informal  notices  to  owners  of  cottage 
property.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  no  outstanding 
cases  of  a serious  nature. 


Much  time  and  attention  was  devoted  to  the  question 
of  new  houses  by  the  Housing  Committee  end  during  the  year  44 
Council  houses  were  completed,  while  140  were  under  construction 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  32  private  dwellings  were  completed 
with  40  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1934 

Small  improvements  were  carried  out  in  many  establish- 
ments following  78  visits  to  shops  during  the  year.  Generally, 
conditions  were  found  to  be  sufficient  and  satisfactory. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 


The  rodent  operator  made  1,355  visits  in  treating 
premises  and  every  effort  was  made  to  meet  all  complaints. 

The  practice  of  making  annual  contracts  with  firms 
and  authorities  was  continued  and  many  expressions  of  apprec- 
iation of  our  efforts  and  attention  were  received.  The  treat- 
ment of  the  sewers  was  continued. 

INSECT  VERMIN 


There  were  no  serious  vermin  infestations  reported 
during  the  year.

SWIMMING  BATHS 


Special  supervision  was  given  to  the  efficient  working 
of  the  filtration  plant  at  the  public  swimming  baths,  in  the 
ownership  of  the  Council,  and  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  regularly  taken.  Visits  were  also  paid  to 
private  pools  and  samples  taken  on  request.  All  samples  produced 
satisfactory  results. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Smoke  from  the  sawdust  burning  plant  of  a large  joinery 
works  was  the  cause  of  some  complaint  and  every  effort  was  made 
to  remedy  the  matter.  The  firm  has  decided  to  reconstruct  the 
boiler  system  early  in  the  new  year  and  give  more  attention  to 
the  stoking. 


SANITAHE  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER 

The  Urban  District  of  Famham  is  provided  with  water 
by  the  Wrcy  Valley  Water  Company  and  results  of  analyses  taken 
regularly  throughout  the  year  show  that  the  water  has  maintained 
its  high  degree  of  purity. 

One  well,  situated  in  a rural  part  of  the  district, 
supplies  a small  group  of  cottages.  Observation  has  been  kept 
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on  this  supply  and  samples  obtained  have  been  satisfactory. 
SEWERAGE 


The  improvements  to  the  Council’s  Water  Lane  Sewage 
Wo rks  are  nearing  completion.  When  completed,  the  plant  should 
cope  satisfactorily  with  an  increased  flow  of  sewage  and  ensure 
a better  effluent. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  any  of  the  much 
needed  short  sewer  extensions  which  would  enable  isolated  groups 
of  dwellings  with  only  earth  closets  or  cesspools  to  be  provided 
with  a main  sewerage  system.  Earth  closets  are  emptied  weekly 
and  cesspools  quarterly.  The  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  are 
kept  fully  occupied. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Tipping  of  household  refuse  on  the  Guildford  Road 
land  is  practically  at  an  end  and  the  Council  is  actively 
engaged  in  finding  another  site.  The  weekly  clearance  of  house- 
hold bins  continued  and  arrangements  wore  made  with  business  firms 
for  removing  certain  trade  refuse.  A contract  was  made  with  a 
local  pigkoeper  to  collect  the  kitchen  waste  from  the  bins. 

The  salvage  and  baling  of  waste  paper  was  also  carried  on  by  the 
Department. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Much  credit  is  duo  to  the  River  Woy  Improvement  Board 
for  the  good  work  they  have  done  in  keeping  the  River  Wey  and 
its  subsidiary  streams  clear  of  obstruction  and  nuisance.  No

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OE  FOOD 


The  number  of  recorded  visits  to  food  shops  during  the 
year  was  674,  while  E81  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
inspection  of  food. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  the  kitchens  of  cafes 
and  restaurants.  An  adequate  supply  of  hot  water  at  all  times 
was  insisted  upon.  The  importance  of  protecting  food  displayed 
in  windows  and  on  counters  was  stressed  and  some  improvements 
were  made. 


Support  was  given  in  two  cases  where  applications  for 
licences  to  carry  out  major  structural  improvements  were  made  to 
the  Ministry.  In  one  caso  a large  wholesale  food  warehouse  is 
to  be  built  and  in  the  other  an  open  fish  shop  is  being  provided 
with  a closed  glass  front. 

MILK 


Samples  obtained  from  the  pasteurising  plant  of  tho 
Famham  Dairy  Ltd.,  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  At  the  ond  of 
the  year  very  little  raw  milk  was  sold.  The  dairies  wore  regularly 
visited  and  a good  standard  of  cleanliness  was  maintained. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Surrey  County  Council,  the 
taking  of  samples  of  milk  pasteurised  by  the  Farnham  Dairy  Ltd., 
was  continued. 

Samples  were  sent  to  the  laboratory  at  Winchester  during 
tho  year  and  I would  like  to  express  appreciation  of  the  prompt 
way  in  which  the  results  arc  returned.
